(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Nelson, Sept. 14 —The South Kootsnay 
board of trade tondored the repreaentativea 
of tho British Columbia board a compli- 
mentary banquet at the Hotel Phalr last 
evening which oolipsed everything of a like 
nature ever held in the town. The guests 
inoluded Hon. Clarko Wallace, controller of 
ouatome, J. A. Mara, M. P., Goorge John- 
atone, collector of ouatoma, Goorge Hall of 
Winnipeg and Mr. Haalam of Prinoo Ed- 
ward Ialand. Mr. Mara occupied tho ahair 
and R. E. Lemon, preaidonb of the South 
Kootonay board of trade the vice. An ex- 
cellent menu had been prepared, which waa 
dispoBod of with tho musical accompani- 
menb of tho Nelson band. An extonded 
toast list was taken in hand, tho national 
toasta roooiving the cuatomary honors, being 
followed by that of " The Army and Navy." 

Col. Prior responded and paid a tributo to 
the Canadian militia aayirg its efficiency 
waB Buoh that none need speak in its bahalf. 
For tho regulars tho recent achievements in 
India were quite in accord with thoeo of 
former years which gave auoh lustre to the 
British arms. Though there waa little fight- 
ing thore had been no retrogression in recenb 
years and Canada, if aalied upon, could put 
as fine a body of men in tho field as any 
nation. In concluding Col. Prior touched 
off tho well known characteristics of Geo, 
A. Bigolow, aoorotary of the South 
Kootenay board, which waB received 
with groat applause. There was nothing 
namby-pamby, he eald, about Mr. Bigelow, 
who had given them a world of information 
concerning everybody and ovorything in his 
own peculiarly characteristic manner. San- 
guine though tho Kootonay people were, ho 
believed all their hopea for tha district 
would bo realized, as a great future wag un- 
doubtedly before them, 

Mr. G. A. Kirk responded for the Navy, 
and recited how he had deserted the navy 
for the Britieh militia, which he in time de- 
serted to cast in his lob with British 
Columbia. 

Messrs. W. Brown andjA. C. Flumerfelb 
gavo a topical eong, with ohorua to the tune 
of "Good-byo My Lover, Good-bye," in 
which a number of hita incidental to tha 
trip were introduced. Mr. Lomon proposed 
the toast, " The Members of the B. C. 
Board." 

President D R. Ker in reply said that no 
body of men who had visited Kootenay had 
ao much roaaon to feel ashamed of themaelves 
as the members of tho British Columbia 
board, on account of their insurance of the 
resources of and the advancement made by 
Koobonay. Now that they were conversant 
with theso matters Kootenay would see 
much of them — probably grow tfred 
of them. They had come to make 
inquiries concerning buainoss matters ; to 
secure the oommeica for provincial homes, 
to inform themselves upon tho mineral re- 
sources of tho country, and, though they 
might nob immediately invest themaelveB, 
they would spread the fame of the diatricb 
and doubbless persuade others to inveab. 
He had seen sufficient to realize 
that a mining invoatmenb in Kootenay 
waa as safe a buaineas as depositing 
in a charterod bank, with the certainty of 
immense roturnB. Sufficient developments 
had been made to prove that the mines were 
worth millions and tho district was as groat 
— though in but tho initial stage of its im- 
portance — in mattera of trade. Ho expressed 
tho hope that tho merchants of Kootenay as 
Britieh Columbians would work hand in 
hand for British Columbia first and for Can- 
od* as a wholo. By giving a preferenco for 
British Columbia all round tho provincial 
resources would bo developed in time. Por 
Kootonay's trade, tho c?aBt morchanta 
would make investments in the resources of 
the district, and thuB hand in hand the bov- 
oral portions of tho provinco would prosper 
together. By oemonting the isolated sec- 
tions and making their interests identical, 
the people of Kootenay, in their efforts to 
aecure tho foatericg and encouragemenb of 
Industrie!) kindrod to mining, such aa amelt- 
ing and refining, would receive the co-oper- 
ation of tho entiro poople of the province, 
and by the merging of lecal requirements 
into provincial issues much greater atten- 
tion would be roceived from the powera 
that be. Ho recognized the importance 
of encouraging tho smelting of ores in Koot- 
enay, appreciating the advantages whioh 
accrued from such a policy. He realized 
how important a faotor the oheap transpor- 
tation of fuel would bo in tho development 
of tho Kootonay, and in this respect com- 
mended tho building of the Crows' Nest Pass 
road to tho attention of Mr. Clarko Wallace. 
In closing he admitted that the Victoria 
merchants had been Blow In Booking trade 
rolationa with Kootonay, but they would 
now like a trial, and if they cannot satisfy 
all reasonable domanda, they will be contonb 
to bo called mosBbscks 

Mr, Flurr.orfolb said ho had seen enough to 
convince him that Kootonay was the rioh- 
est mining country in tho world, and that 
the expectations of the most sanguine would 
be realized. Ho regretted the ignorance of 
the British people respecting the resources 
of the Kootenay. Coast people in tho past 
had boon boo muoh contented with things 
aa they wore, but a new era was now 
to be entered upon. To. beoomo 
the groatoab province in the Domin- 
ion they must bo progressively alive to 
British Columbia's interests and familiar 
with the resources it poBaesaoa. Though a 
stranger to Kootenay mining ho had had 
some Hbtle experience in mining on Vancou- 
ver Island. He onoo invested in a quick 
silvor property and waa familiarized with a 
superintendent's lonely roporta on progress. 
He know what it meant to meet ben calls 
on capital stock; bab very little 
of aobnal mining, as his company's 
silver was of a quiokor varloty than that of 
Kootenay and eluded them altogether. In 
commenting | upon their trip, ho said the 
party had encountered a number of ohocka. 
They had met the blue oheok in the dining 
oar with aeventy'fivo cents printed on it, 
and the oheok of Seorobary Elworthy, whioh 
that official tried to swap with the con- 
ductor for bis bluo chooka. This latter 
obeck oooaaioned the Booretary much onnoy- 
anoe ai the conductor refused to aooept it For % nloe glass of oool beer or loed 
til!

ful check of all was the hotel room chock 
which had been served out to the party by 
their hoat ; these checks were to be carried 
in the vest pocket so that tho host would 
know where bo pub hio guests when the 
banquet waB over. 

Mr. Gua Leiser in h>s remarks oonfessed 
that he waa somewhat sore, having been a 
victim of oiroumatancea all day. While en 
route to the Silver King he had been forced 
to ride on a tomato case embellished by the 
business end of a nail, his distress being in 
creased by the moisture added through the 
spilling of a bottlo of Pain Killer 
which waB supplied to the party 
by Mr. Bigolow. Despite his experiences 
he was glad he had made the trip and, while 
regretting that tho trip had been so long de- 
ferred, was confident that much good would 
attend it. Ho then complimented tho peo- 
ple of Kootenay upon tho energy they had 
displayed in opening up tho country, and 
proposed the toast to tho " South Kootonay 
Board of Trade." 

Mr. Lemon in roply thanked the company 
for their manifest gocd will towards the 
youngest board of trade in the province. 
This in a representative sonBo waB the moat 
important gathoring which had over met in 
Nelson. Taking up trado matters; ho in- 
formed tho visitors that at preaent the 
Kootenay merchanta were compelled to fill 
all short orders from tho American side. 
Although ho had beon in the country 
for seven years, having paokod his blankots 
'n on hie back, in all that time but two re- 
presentative travellers for coast commercial 
aousBB had made regular trips into the dia- 
trlct. Tho importations of American goods 
wore unusually heavy and with but few ox. 
cepbions similar goods were produced in 
obhor portions of the province and the Dom- 
inion. There was a great commercial leak- 
age here whioh possibly Victoria's business 
men could cheok. Personally, he was in 
sympathy with home induatry and believed 
in foatering trade relations with the British 
Columbian and Canadian houses. He was 
convinced thab the visitors would be most 
favorably impressed with the resources of 
the Kootenay as they journeyed through lb, 
and predicted that those who made inveat- 
menta in it and remained with ib for five 
years would wear diamonda. 

Geo. A. Bigolow delivered one cf his char- 
aoterietlc speeches on Kootenay and its re- 
sources, whioh he said were doatined to 
make forty or fifty millionaires. 

Hon. Clarke Wallace responding to " the 
Dominion," said ho had paid the Kootenay 
a visit as he considered it his duty, and was 
groatly pleased to be able to meob with tho 
representative buaineas men of Victoria 
and Nolson in bo happy a manner. 
He waB convinoed from what he 
had heard thab the Victorians were 
determined now to make up for lost time in 
soourirg the trado of Kootenay, and he pre- 
dicted euccoBs for them, aa blood waa 
thicker than water. While in the province 
he would visit as many places as possible, as 
he believed nothing developed the national 
apirit aa much aa Interprovincial viaitationa. 
Commenting upon the resources of 
the province, he aaid it was con- 
ceded to be the wealthiest in natural 
resources in the Dominion, and an era of 
prosperity waB setting in which would 
make British Columbia the envy of tho 
world. Everyone, ho said, must concede 
thab the present government at Ottawa waa 
progressive. Canada haa accomplished 
more with 5,000,000 people than any other 
country in the world. (Loud cheers. )

A dispatch from Glasgow states that in 
Clyde yachting circles approval is expressed 
of Lord Dunraven's action in retiring from 
the contest. Ib is further said that it is 
hoped thab Lord Dunraven will return im- 
mediately, refusing to sail the Valkyrie any- 
where in American waters, 

Aocording to military exports the army 
mana-avreB in tbo vlolnity of Sbebtin, this 
week, have been a great success and havo 
demonstrated amply the excellent discipline 
of the men, who, ib is represented, aro 
shown to bo roady for the initiative of their 
commanders. It has also been shown ac- 
cording to tho samo authority that the days 
of the usefulness of cavalry are by no meanB 
pant, as had been assorted in some quarters. 

Roplying to an invitation extonded to 
him by Goorge Peel, secretary of the Gold 
Standard Association, to express hla views 
ou tho question of bi-metallism, Mr. Glad- 
stone writes that he has not altered 
tho opinions whioh ho had expressed in 
parliament two and a half years ago. 
If London, ho Bays, stands firm for tho gold 
standard, no power that bimetallism com- 
mands or is likely to enlist will bs ablo to 
overcome lb. 

The British consul ab Wen Chow, in the 
provinco of The King, haB been stoned by a 
mob. Literaturo against the Eogliah haB 
been oiroulatod by the offioiala. The In- 
quiry at Ko Chung is being obstructed 
by the offioiala, headed by the viceroy, who 
ie trying to exonerate the prisoners in tho 
faco of tho moet damaging testimony. 

A dispatch from Manilla, Philippine is- 
lands, roporta that a column of nrtive troops 
mutinod at Tatay, Soolo, and killed tho 
commanding officer. General Blanco has 
gone to the aoene. 

An avalanche from tho Altels glaoier re- 
cently fell upon the hamlet of Spialmatto. 
Ton people wore overwhelmed and perishod. 
There were no touriata among tho numb jr. 

A foroo of PortugueBe oncounterod a large 
body of natives under Chief Zichlaha on 
Sunday, ab Magual, DelBgoa Bay. Severe 
fighting onsued, in whioh bhree hundred 
nativea were killed. The' Portugueeo loss 
waa six killed and 20 woucdsd.

Victoria's Annual Agricultural Exhi. 
bition Will Be Formally Opened 
on Tuesday. 

Attractions Both Useful aud Enter- 
taining Besides the Exhibits in 
Different Departments. 



The exhibition grounda and bulldiogo 
looked decidedly lively yesterday. Swarms 
of workmen were busy putting together de- 
signs, nailing np decorations, unloading 
huge wagon loads of exhibits and hurrying 
along the preparations for the B. C. Agri- 
cultural and ladt atrial Association's exhibi- 
tion that will occupy six duys of tho present 
week. A groat deal still remains to bo done, 
but the dospatch with which the work pro- 
ceeded yesterday promisoa to yet everything 
in order by opening day. Tho ladiod' de- 
partmpnh Is tho moat advanced of any, their 
enterprise and energy being worthy of emu- 
lation by tho men. Tho fanoy work depart- 
ment under tho koil committee of women 
will bo ono of tho beBb foatureB in tho show, 
the entrleB in it being fur ahead of former 
years. Yesterday morning from nino to 
twelve there waH a regular throng of ladles 
at tho secretary's t tiico waiting their turn to 
put in their entries. Manufactures, as 
UBual, will provo very attractive, Borne 
novol and very pretty features of 
designing being introduced this year by 
firms in their competition for the most art- 
istic display, to ba decided by public vote. 
In fruit and firm produce tho season has 
boon particularly favorable for a good show- 
ing and the live stock will bo quito up to 
usual standard, with perhaps not quite as 
many horses as luBb year.

MASSACRED MISSIONARIES. 

Indignation Among Europeans in China. Bo- 
canse of llefusul of tlif> British Consul 
to Interfere. 

London, Sept. 14. — Mall advices from 
China stato that there is great indignation 
among the Europeans there over tho fact 
that upon tho occasion of tho Ku cheng and 
Htva Sang maBaacro on AuguBt 1, whon ten 
missionaries or memborB of the families 
were killed aud four seriously wounded, the 
Britieh consul refused to do anything bf yond 
writing to tho viceroy of the province. Tho 
missionaries woro t.b'iged to app'y to tho 
American consul, Mr. Hixon, who acted 
promptly. Ho wbb in tho vloeroy's yamen 
in an hour'a time, and haviDg laid the facte 
before that official, tho latter quickly organ- 
ized a party for the rescue of tho mission 
aries. 

Tho number of accldonta to cyclists which 
have boon reported rooontly can only bo ex 
plained on the score of oarolesBnesB, ob bo 
many heodlosB riders go about, utterly ob 
livious of any obstruction whioh might bar 
thoir progress. With the development of tho 
pnenmablo tiro, tho reduotion of weight and 
the Inoroaao of tho gears UBod, tho speed 
which a modiooro rider can attain is some 
thing remarkable, and naturally the increase 
oi accidents followB in ita train. Persona 
stand aghast ab some of tho foatB performed 
in thn cirous, bub a careless rider who cobsIb 
down a atoop hill with whioh ho is uob fam- 
iliar at a pace of thirty mileB an hour is in 
much greator dangor than many of tho gym 
nasts of tho cirous.

BALFOUR ON B 1MB T TA LISM. 

The Right Hon. Mr. Balfour baa long 
been known to bo an enthusiastic bimetal- 
list. He wrote and spoke in favor of bi- 
metallism. It was ezpected by zealous bi- 
medallists both in Great Britain and Amer- 
ica that when the party of which Mr. Bal- 
four was one of tho loaderB came into power 
he would use his influence with the Govern- 
ment and Us supporters, in Parliament and 
out of Parliament, to advance the cause of 
bimetallism. An international congress to 
consider the question of metallio currency 
was a projoot which the bimetallists had 
much at heart. It was believed that if the 
British Government gave its, consent the 
congress would bo held, and that If it took 
the bimetallic Bide a double standard 
would be accepted by the whole oivil- 
izsd world. This is mosto likely 
why' so much dependence was placed upon 
Mr. Balfour and why bo many anxiously 
waited to see what action he would take. 
That statesman was not long In office when 
he considered it his duty to state clearly 
and definitely how he stood with regard to 
the international agreement. This is what 
he wroto : 

With reference to the recent declarations 
in the House of Commons, I do not know 
why the persons interested should be per- 
plexed over my supposed change of attitude 
on the question of an International bi- 
metallic agreement, for no such change has 
occurred. I am and always have been in 
favor of an international agreement, but I 
have not the right to pledge my colleagues, 
and I do not bolieve an international agree- 
ment would result from any international 
conference. 

It is only as regards the statement that I 
had no grounds for thinking the conference 
would result in an international agreement, 
and that an abortive conference would do 
moro harm than good, that any difference 
of opinion may possibly be found among 
bimetallists. In my judgment, however, 
there is but little prospect of the conference 
sucoeeding unless the governments whioh 
are to be represented at it oomo to some 
understanding on tho main points at insua 
before the conference assembles. No sucb 
understanding, unfortunately, at preBont 
■jxiate. 



VAIN BOASTING. 



In tho Septomber Century Magazine is a 
ahort poem by James Jeffrey Roche, having 
tho title of " Tho Constitution's La 
Fight." Of tho merits of tho poem as 
pootry it is not necesaary to apoak ; but its 
historical accuracy is opou to question. Tho 
Yankees havo for oighty yoara or bo boon 
bragging about tho viotory of tho United 
States frigate Constitution ovor two British 
men-of-war, tho Cyano and tho Lovant. 
Tho boasters very soldom give any details. 
It was onough for thorn that ono Yankoe 
ship defeated and captured two Britishers. 
Tho inferonco intondod to bo drawn was 
that ono Yankoo la moro than a match for 
two Brltiuhora, on soa or land. Tho liloa 
la expressed in the laat stanzas of Mr, 
Roche's "poem " : 

" A Yankee shin and a Yankeo crow— 

Constitution, whoro yo bound for / 
VVhorovor tho British prizes bo. 
Though its ono to two or ono to throe, 

Old Ironsidon moana victory. 

Aorost tho Western Ocean." 

When tho truth ia known it will bo soon 
that the Yankees havo vory little reason to 
brag about the Constitution's victory. The 
St. John Telegraph, whoso oditor, Mr, 
Hannay, is an indefatigable atudont of his- 
tory and on accomplished writer of history, 
In a late numbor of hia paper tella tho truth 
about this ongagemont, whioh took plaoo on 
February 20, 1815, and vory effectively 
braahoa the gilding off tho Yankeo ginger- 
bread. This is what tho Telegraph says : 

This battlo took plaoo off Capo da Vord, 
and the mendacious Roohe doaoribos these 
two amall British vessels whioh wore on- 
enoountorod by the Constitution aa two fri- 
gates. Tho rofroln of tho whole alleged 
poem is, that tho finest prlzi a Yankeo cap- 
tain could bring to his wifo was a Brit- 
ish frigate, and the Cyone, which was 
taken baok by tho Constitution to 
tho United Statoa, ia made to do duty as a 
British frigate Tho capture if the 
Cyaue and Levant by tho Constitution wub 



bailed at the time as an enormous triumph, 
and now Mr. Roohe informs the readers of 
the Century that in this oonteat the Yankee 
frigate fought two British frigates and was 
quito prepared to fight three British frigates 
If necessary. To enable our readers to judge 
of tho truth of this statement, and the value 
of Mr. Rooho'a poem, In an historical Bense, 
it may be proper to remark that tho Consti- 
tution was then ono of the largest frigates 
afloat, having'u burden of 1,533 tons and 
carrying a complement of 462 mon, while tho 
Cyano and Levant wore two amall veeuela of 
5."t9 tone and -IG2 tons respectively, with a 
united complement of 302 mon and beys. 
Tho vessels wore armed with caronades, 
while tho Constitution was armed with long 
guns, and they were no more 'a match for the 
big Yankee frigate than a amall wooden cor- 
vette, like the Canada, would be for a big 
Ironclad. Evory writer who has pretended 
to deal with this contest fairly, has admit- 
ted tho great superiority of tho.Constitutlon 
and the gallantry of hor opponents, in engag- 
ing in so unequal a fight. 

When It ia known that the Constitution 
was a big ship whose tonnago was one and a 
half times grantor than the aggregate of tho 
two little ships that had tho pluok to attack 
hor, that the Amerloan frigate had moro 
men than the two British ships oombine'd 
and had also a hoavlorand better armament, 
tho wondor is, not that they wore beaten, 
but that they woro not both uttorly de- 
stroyed. The poet who undertakes to 
celebrate such a viotory as this lowers him- 
self to tho level of a bar-room braggart. In 
fact no man who is really a poet and who 
knows the particulars of the ongagemont 
would think it wo^th a laudatory line. We 
are sorry to aay that Mr. JamoB Jeffrey 
Rocho, tho author of this " doggerel," is not 
a native of the United States. Ho woo 
born and reared under tho British flag, and 
this makes his pandering to tho meanest 
kind of American nationalism all the more 
inexcusable. 



ALBERNI. 

The report of Mr. Pellew - Harvey 
upon rook from the Alborni mines 
removeB any doubt thab might have pre- 
viously been entortainod on two 
important points. Mr. Harvey is ploaaed 
with the quality of the rock and declares 
that It can be easily worked by the oyanide 
process at a coat of $2 50 per ton. With 
these two important pointa conceded, there 
romaina but one other to be demonstrated 
satisfactorily to assure our people that thero 
exists at our very doors a gold-field as 
rioh as the South African mines. 
The quantity of quartz available for 
milling at a profit has yet to bo made known 
At this moment tho country about Alberni 
is being overrun by prospectors and thor- 
oughly ransacked for minerals. But only 
the merest surface scratching has been done 
upon any of the claims, except thoao 
on Golden Eagle hill, where two or three 
tunnolB have been run and the existence of a 
good strong vein demonstrated. The great- 
est amount of development work has been 
done on tho Alberni claim, Mineral hill. A 
bole 1G feet in depth has been sunk and the 
ore improves in value aa the sinking pro- 
gresses. Beyond thia practically nothing is 
being done to prove the ledgeB. The effeot 
upon Viotoria's interests of tho sucoosBful 
oponlng of mines so near can acarcoly bo 
over-estimated. In tho words of tho song, 
*' Hard times will come again no moro ' 
at the Capital City should Alberni prove 
to be one-half as rich as the most reliable 
aasaya lead us to think. What ia needed is 
a consolidation of intorusts for the purposes 
of development. Several owners of mines 
should come together, pool their in- 
terests and claims, and agree to 
unite their capital in an effort to show 
the world what we havo got to offer in the 
way of gold. Wo have already the beat 
coal fields. Why should we not poeaeaa the 
richeat quartz voina 1 Tho accessibility of 
Alborni, tho proaence of unlimited auppliea 
of wood and water, the cheapness of trans- 
portation and the healthfulness of olimato, 
when combined with an abundanoe of even 
low-grade ore, are elements that must prove 
moat important faotora in attracting capital 
and making ita investment profitable. All 
persons who feel an interest in the growth 
and proaperity of Victoria ehould assist, 
howevor little, in tho opening of thia vory 
promising gold-field.

Thoy 
bellevo that riding in moderation will never 
bo anything bub beneficial to women, and 
thoy aupport their opinion by relating their 
own experiences. 

Hero is parb of what one of the ladloa says 
about tho bonefita to bo gained by bioyolo 
riding : 

Mme. Julie Rosovvald never lota a sioglo 
day oi tho year p»BB without her morning 
spin, if tho weather will in ony way pormib 
of hor going out. Sho was ono of tho vory 
first women to rido In California and sho is 
tho most onthuslaatio and regular in taking 
her exorcise now. She haa studied tho sub- 
ject from tho woman's standpoint quito ex- 
tonsivoly, and one of the discoveries sho has 
made is that tho whcol Is ono of tho boat 
oxerciecB for vocalists that has ever been in- 
vented. Sho is recommonding wheeling to 
all hor pupils, and sho finds a marked differ- 
ence botweon thoso who rido and those who 
do not. The lung capaoity of thoso who 
ride is inoroasod so romarkably, their respir- 
ation la bo muoh oaaler, that tho ontiro tono, 
reaonance and volume Is increased, 

"I havo ridden for throo years," Mme. 
Roaowald said, " and ovon with the olosost 
inspection I have failed to tied tho tiniest 
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"ABB PARENTS A FAILURE'/" 

Tho Montreal Witness aBks in a recent 
iaeue this moat extraordinary question : 
"Aro parents a failure?" Poople have 
been for somo time asking each other "Is 
marriage a failure ? " and when the subject 
was looked into faithfully and with courage 
the question did not appear quito so unrea- 
sonable as it did when !t was first pro- 
pounded. Will this be tho case with the 
question which the Witness puts f Will it 
be found, aftoran honest investigation made 
by persons who are not afraid to face facts 
as they are and to chronicle the results of 
their inquiries faithfully, no matter bow 
unpleasant and unpalatable thoy may 
bo, that in a very large number 
of oasea parents are failureB, and 
very sad failures indeed ? Is it nob an 
Ind oition that parents are failures when It 
Is considered necessary to enaob a curlew 
law to keep children off tho streets 
aftor nightfall and to prevent 
boys and girls who ought to be 
amenable to parental authority, being a 
nuiaanco to tho neighborhood In which they 
live. Ia it a good algn that tho policeman 
muab, for the peaoe of tho town and the good 
of tho ohildren, be placed in loco parentis ? 
Havo parenta not the power to keep chil- 
dren indoora after dark ? One would sup- 
pose that parents who are nob ready to con- 
fess themselves failuros would have author- 
ity onough in their households to enaure 
obedience to the regulation requiring the 
ohildren to bo at homo at a certain hour. 
Thia ia a pretty fair teat. The paront — 
fathor or mothor — who oannob enforoe obe- 
dience to such a regulation must confess him- 
self or herself a failure. The Witness says : 

" Parents who cry for the police to keep 
other people's ohildren out of crime do not 
Burely wanb their own ohildren to bo trained 
in virtue by the police, neither should any 
human parent depend on sohool teaching for 
the morals and manners of hla children. 
The Intervention of the state in suoh matters 
implies unfitness and negligence on tho part 
of parents, who are the proper persons to 
oare in every way for tboir offspring." 

Thero are duties towards the ohildren 
whioh the parent and the parent alone can 
perform properly. These duties cannot be 
deputed. No one can take tho plaoo of a 
child's mother. If children grow up wilful 
and disobedient, if the command of father or 
mothor has no weight with them, what does 
this indicate ? If children, for want of the 
habit of obedlenoe and roBpeot for authority, 
turn out wilful and unmanageable, on whoso 
shoulders must the Homo lie? Tho dialiko 
to seeing children unhappy causes many 
parents to fail in their duty, and not a fow 
are actually afraid of their ohildren, and 
conaequently permit them to do pretty much 
aa they liko. Those parents aro failures, 
and they aro, besides, very far indeed from 
being the friends of their children. Any 
one who ia observant, who sees what ia go- 
ing on in hia own neighborhood, and perhaps 
in hie own family, will havo to conoludo 
that the queatlon, " Aro parents a failure 1 " 
propounded by tho Montroal Witnesa, iBnot 
bo unreasonable aa it appears when It is first 
hoard.

the record for the province at 2 22 2-5 — tho 
mark at whioh the paced mile had stood be 
fore. It waa the eame motive that inspired 
Charles F. Barker, and thoae who volun 
teored to pace him when for the entertain 
ment of tho assembled admirers of good 
racing he out tho paced mile for olaas " A '' 
down to 2 22 1-5, from his own boBt previ 
oua performance of 2 22 2-5. And once 
again it was the same love of olean Bporb 
that spurred E!i Wineaett on and onabled 
him to olip upwarda of six seconds off the 
traok and all provincial records, and sot a 
now mile mark for British Columbia of 
2.15 ."1 5 

Of course tho championships woro tho 
moBt important events of tho meeting, 
though perhaps not tho moat sensational. 
Tho DeemingB won all three, though nob 
without racing for thorn, and tho champion- 
ship buttles ahowod that Viotorla possesses 
threo or four flyers who in another year will 
be quite compotont to bring tho honors back 
to tho Capital. In tho quarter mile Jamos 
Deeming, Barker of Vancouver, and two 
Viotorlans, Bradley and Johnaon, qualified 
for tho final, the selection heats aooing Al- 
bert Dooming, Georgo Emanuela, J. C. Mc 
Gregor, W. W, Gray and Tom Spain de- 
feated by the two montioned representatives 
of the V.W.C. Wolff too was running well 
and in good position, when a punctured tiro 
threw him out of tho race.

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SCHOOL CHILDREN'S COMPOSITIONS. 



Tlielr General Lack of Id pas, and of 
tbe Ordinary Topics 
of the Day. 



Composition Should Be More General- 
ly Encouraged and Made a Fea- 
ture of Examinations. 

The following papor waa read by Mrs. L. 
M. Caldwell boforo a recent) moating of the 
Victoria Teaohers' Institute : 

lb fell to my lot this last midaummor ex- 
amination, aa on two or throo oooasions, to 
have givon mo for correction tho composi- 
tion papers, and I could not help being im- 
pressed with tho genoral weakness of thnm 
— the lack of idoaB, and tho ovidonb lack of 
knowledgo of tho ordinary topics of tho day. 
When Bpeoitio Bubjoots had faeon givon the 
pupils to write upon, their efforts showed 
the absence of training and concentration of 
thought. If tbo subject took tho form of a 
letter, even for aomo oommon-placo, every- 
day mattor, very few indeod could framo 
one at all presontablo. They could neither 
correctly address a lottor, begin nor finish 
one. 

It appears to mo that composition is ono 
of tho subjects that: should bo considered as 
u very Important part of a child's education, 
and that an effort should bo made to train 
tho mind and develop any talent that lay 
in that direction. Of courso, with some 
children the attempt will bo futile, but 
thero aro many who aro bright and promis- 
ing, and with propor encouragement and 
examples shown them would beoomo if nob 
altogether brilliant, at loast facile writers ; 
would bo able to express easily their 
thoughts upon papor, and in a manner 
pleasant to road, whothor they took tho form 
of an eeoay or the ordinary correspondence 
of life. 

How often do wo moot with mon and 
women who are agreeable to converse with, 
are apparently well informed, fluent, ready 
speakers, and yeb the samo person cannot 
write a description of the Blmplosb inci- 
dents that ocour or of tho aoenes they have 
visited. Their letters to an absent friend, 
for instance, attempting to givo aomo iso- 
count of what may bo caking place at home 
or In the neighborhood, aro bald and dreary 
in the extreme ; or if they in turn go from 
home and it Is expected that their letters 
will give aome realization of the places they 
vlaib or of tho people they meet tho result is 
disappointment in that respect at all events. 

Generally speaking, the reason why a 
great many people cannot write ia because 
they do not write — thab la, will seldom or 
ever write ; will never write a letter if they 
c»n possibly avoid it. They Bay : " They 
hato writing. It is irksome to them. Ib 
is too hard work," and so on. Aa a matter 
of faob, it ia to many otherwise clever peo- 
ple. They have had ao little praotieo thab 
whon Itbeoomea nooeasary to write a letter 
or report it calls for an unaccustomed men- 
tal effort ; they are virtually ab a Iobs what 
to Bay or how to pub on paper- what they 
know or think. Their ideas may be bright 
and their reasoning correci ; their store of 
knowledge great, bub for lack of the power 
to express it, whao they know remains to a 
groat extent a olosed book to others. 

Now in tho majority of Buch inatanoeB, I 
think the reason is because tho poraon waa 
nob taught, nor had the opportunity of 
learning much or anything of tho subject 
when young; and perhaps nob till later in 
life — when oociaion aroae for aomo effort of 
tho kind, did they roalizi their deficiency in 
that respect. At present very little en- 
couragement ia given to thia branoh of study, 
proficiency in arithmetic being apparently 
the most Important thing to be attained. On 
closing day a pupil ia brought forward and 
cited as a brilliant example to the others. 
Such a ono has made 80, 90 or full marks in 
arithmetic, as if that was tho eummun lionum 
the great thing to be striven for, tho gauge 
by which all othor acquirements are measur- 
ed. Lena praise or nono is given for any 
other attainment. 

Whon in charge of the second division 
girls, I on a few occasions, at closing day, 
nad my pupils read their own compositions 
and suggested that other teaohers should do 
the Bame, but my proposition waa received 
coldly, I waa told thab tho public would 
prefer hearing aomo of tho aterootyped reel- 
tationa, rather than the original production 
of the childron. Now ib is not in human 
nature to strive very hard without proBpect 
of reward or praise or oither with tho oertain 
knowledgo that ont,'s labor is for naught, at 
least aa far as any distinguishing credit is 
obtained for it. If there was a moed of 
praiBO for the best composition— if a child's 
ondeavor woro rowardod with public ap- 
proval and applause, there would be some 
eneourogomont and stimulus for exertion 
iu that direction. 

As it ia now, so much attention is de- 
manded and givon to " passing subjects " 
that thero is really very little time lofb ab 
tho disposal ot tho teacher to givo to this 
ono, especially ub, after all, thoir boBt re- 
sults would not recoivo tho consideration 
that tho importance of tho subject demands. 
A few yoars ago in tho girls' school it was 
the custom to aBsomb'.o all the pupils for an 
hour each Friday afternoon for tho purpoao 
of music and recitations. Would ib not bo 
woll torovive that day and introduce read- 
ing compositions, which would givo an op- 
portunity of reviewing tho results of the 
week's work 1 Theso compositions Bhould 
inohido oasaya, letters — either business, so- 
cial or doacriptivo — and so on. 

[Every man and woman ought to bo able 
to write a conciso, comprehensive lobtor, on 
tho ordinary affairs of lifo at least] 

Hearing the boat of those read would, as 
examploa, benefit tho obher pupils, and 
oreato a iioalthy splrib of emulation, most 
dosirablo to cultivato. Ib would also not 
be without benefit to tho teaohera to have 
tho roeulta of thoir training brought wookly 
in ovldenco. In another way Ib would have 
a good effect -by introducing an elemont of 
pleaBuro into tho routlnn of Bohool life. 
Childron take more delight in listening to 
readings, epeooheB, and thab sort of thing, 
than many uro aware of. Tno BpeooheB 
made to them by visitors on Breaking up 
Day are hoard with interest and attention — 
my pupils have ao expressed thomselvca to 
me. 

Composition can by taught by oral Ies- 
aons, or, as ib Is called in Borne American 
schools, " Talks by tho pupils." Lob them 
get up and say something — toll what they 
know about anything. Ib would givo them 
confidence of speech ; teach them to ex- 
press and oonvoy their ideas in a manner 
readily understood. It ia a custom in 
American schools, and is, In one reapeob, 
whore thoir training la more prauticil than 
ours. A little lady in San Francisco, on 
her way home from sohool ono (liy, told mo 
that, as part of bor day's work, she had 
been " talking." Inquiring, I found — and 
learned more about tu afterwards — that ib 
waa tho usual thing, at regular timet, to 
bavo one of tho pnpila " talk,' 1 for the 
odlfioatlon of the others, on Bny 
jubjeob with which sho was most familiar. 



Aa the yonug lady's father wbb interested in 
gold mining, Bhe gave a description of some 
of tho processes in use, as oho had gathered 
from the conversation of her elderB She 
said sho hud got as far as "slickens," and 
abopped (I auppose time heingup) to tho dis- 
appointment of some who wanted to know 
what " Bliokous " meant. I myself loarned, 
for tho first time, that ib was a mining tech- 
nicality for the debris from hydraulic work- 
ings. 

Howover, with regard to oral instruction, 
a atep was taken in tho right dirootlon, this 
last Bummer's examinations by giving the 
children of tho Sixth division an objeot 
lesson, and requiring them to re- 
produoo ib on paper. They did bo 
— wrote of what they had heard and 
seen, while the eubjecb waa fresh to them, 
their mind at work at it and the style of 
their Instruction an example to follow. They 
had not advanced far as yet in spoiling or 
grammar, but dosing my eyes to thoir little 
errors in that respect, I oonslderod those 
eiBays tho boat thab oame under my exam- 
ination. 

Looking over their papor8 and avoiding 
the stumbling blocks of orthography, eto. , 
brought to my mind a story told mo by an 
old friend, ot an oxperionca of hers in a small 
country placo In Nova Sootia, where she 
wos visiting. Sho was asked ono Sunday 
morning to take tho place of tho regular 
organist — who was unexpectedly abBont — 
which of courso sho did, and played the first 
lino or two of tho regular hymn without 
trouble. Happening to look "down at the 
key board Bhe discovered to her horror that 
all tho keys were black— no dlatinotivo 
white ones. Sho at onco bsoame oonfused, 
lost her place, and could only continue by 
being oareful not to look at tho keys— as it 
woro shutting her oyeB to thorn. Tho musio 
was then just tho samo. So I found with 
theBOchiiilreu'a papers — tho harmony of ideas 
was there. 

There usod to bo a capital papor, Issued 
weekly and contributed to alternately by 
boys and girls of tho High school. Ib often 
contained amusing, olevor and interesting 
articloB ; its produotion was crodltablo to all 
concerned in ib. Bub I see with regret that 
its publication has for some time boen dis- 
continued. That is rather a pity, as contri- 
buting over so shorb an Item or article to 
its columns was good training to those who 
did bo. It led them to habits of observation, 
to note what they saw or heard, exeraiso 
their reasoning faculties — woko them up as 
it wore. 

Now, my theory regarding the importance 
of compoaition — aa one of tho studies in tho 
Low Bchool — is that it Bhould bo extended to 
tho lowest divisions, and be more 
carefully taught than at present ; 
mlog different methods of instruction in tho 
different classes, to suit the varying capaci- 
ties of the pupils, so that by tho time the 
child reached tho highest division, in readi- 
ness for the High sohool, he or she would 
bo able — providod they possessed any nat- 
ural ability — to produce with facility some- 
thing more oreditable to themselves and tho 
school, generally than the inane effusions 
which" have hitherto been their rosultB. If 
I might ba allowed to do ao I would suggest 
that at the semi annual examinations pupils 
would he permitted to introduce into their 
composition paperB an article of their own 
choosing, on any subjocb with which they 
were moat familiar, or may have written 
upon during tbo term. 

These aro my ideaa upon the aubjecb, and 
I bhink they are worthy of the sorlouB con- 
sideration of this meeting. 1 suggest thab 
it be further discussed at a moro favorable 
opportunity, that others will advance their 
views and aomo plan be formulated for mak 
lug an improvement in our present Byestem, 



TENDENCY TO EXTREMES. 

To the Editor,— It ia a true saying that 
thero is ever a tendency among men to run 
into extromss. "In oontrarla currunb," is 
ar. aphorism confirmed by the experience of 
twenty oonturieB, in matters civil as well aa 
religious. 

One great perBlBtonb swing of the pendu- 
lum brought nations under a rule sternly re- 
pressive of all regard to the popular will; 
and now that it ia swinging In tho opposite 
direction and with ever inoreaBing momen 
turn, there is danger of its issuing In revolt 
against all rule. 

Some of ua romombsr tho time when a re- 
pressive rule was in groat power, and 
flourishing like a green bay troo ; and alao 
when, in faco of tho irrepressible demand 
for freedom, ib subsided Into conservatism — 
a torm cxpreteivo ab onco of dying hard and 
of a just consciousness of dangers ahead, 
though as yet but dimly seen. Theso dan- 
gors, as you have justly pointod out, have 
now become terribly apparent ; and wero 
thero no resort but the sword tho outlook 
would bo fearful indeed. 

Bub thore is, happily— in our nation ub 
leaBt — a corrective influence ab work guard- 
ing ib from either extreme. In an open 
Bible tho principloB of all that Is dosirablo 
in freedom, and of all that is justly con- 
servative in government, are dearly un- 
foldod. As long at this book is road in tho 
Christian assemblies of tho land, thsro will 
be no want of a correcting influence to guide 
the popular judgment arighb. 

Tho late triumphant return of tho Con- 
servatives to power (chough not alone) wus, 
as I conoaivo, no blow to liberty, or repudi- 
ation of roform, bub tho outcome of an in- 
terest In tho national mind, warning it that 
the charlob was running too faBt down tho 
hill, and thab thoy muet put on the drag or 
disaster would onsuo. It did not signify a 
carto blanche to Conservatism, or diBgust 
with Liberalism, but was rather a mandate 
for tho union of tho two, and the applica- 
tion of t lie principles of either as the com- 
mon weal should require. 

The voice of tho pooplo, Inspired by re- 
ligiouB instincts, is tho only effective check 
on political factions and on their tondency 
to extremes. In thoir hearts they euro little 
for faotiona and parties, but they do want 
to bo will and wisely govorned ; and when 
they robuko a tendency to lioonso in thoir 
loadorB ib ia nob that they love liberty less, 
but that they love order moro. The birth 
of tho groat American nation waB with con- 
fused noiso and girmonts rolled in blood; 
but it wus a precursor of that freedom, 
aohiovod in more poaceful ways, which has 
bocomo tho poasoBBion of all the English 
speaking race. May wisdom direct its pro- 
greoa still. 0.

To Supplant Tin Cmm. 

Cansuiado of ptipor pvtlp nro being in- 
troduced to take tho place of tin cans 
for containing all kinds of preserved 
products, says tho Now York Hun. The 
occasional cases of poisoning from can- 
ned goods are due to tho contents be- 
coming tainted through tho cans not be- 
ing airtight. Many millions of tin cans 
are used annually by canned goods fac- 
tories in this country, and such cases of 
injury from tainted goods aro compara- 
tively rare, but because it is possible, 
through slight defects in tho solder or 
minute breaks in tho cans, for such dan- 
ger to result, tho canners have been 
looking for a satisfactory substitute for 
tin. It is believed that this has at last 
been found in the paper pulp cans. They 
aro oilproof as well as -waterproof, will 
not expand or contract, and will stand 
as much rough usago in shipment as tin 
cans, and perhaps more.
